BRANTFORD  is  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and  flouriaiing 
cities  in  the  province,    with  a   population  of  some  1G,000 

persons.  Although  it  does  not  aspire  to  be  a  metropoUtan 
centre,  it  enjoys  all  the  conveniences  and  advantages  of  the 
modern  city,  while  it  is  free  from  those  calls  upon  the  purse  of 
the  citizen  of  average  income,  and  the  discomforts  incident  to 
large  centres  of  population.
